CHICAGO, Sept. 20.— Leaders of the Big Four brother­ 
hoods and affiliated railroad unions tonight declared that 
they had little doubt that the railway em ployes had voted 
for a general strike rather than accept a w age reduction, 
but announced that the conservative counsel of the* leaders 
might prevail against a walkout. 
General chairmen of the Brotherhood of Railway Train­ 
men began counting the 18b,OOO strike ballots of their men, 
but admitted before the first envelope was opened that, 
judged from the known temper of the men the result will be 
overwhelmingly in favor of a strike. 
Pressed for an estim ate as to what that majority might 
be, Vice President Jam es Murdock said: 
“Our past experience has been that ninety eight per cent 
of the men will a lw ays vote to strike.” 
Next Monday officials of the Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Engineers, Order of Railway Conductors, Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Firemen and Enginemen and Sw itchm en’s Un­ 
ion of North Am erica will meet here to count the strike 
votes of their 259,000 members. 
Railroad union leaders 
here expect all the brotherhoods and the sw itchm en’s union 
to cast substantial majorities for a strike.
